Kidnaped S.F. Man 
Dumped In Marin 


A San Francisco carpet sales­ 
man staggered into a San Ra­ 
fael motel this morning to re­ 
port he had been slugged by 
two men, robbed of $52, and 
dumped 
near 
the California 
Park overpass. 
Ted D. Brown, 43, was treat­ 
ed at Marin General Hospital 
for a cut on the right eyebrow. 
He said he had been drink­ 
ing and walked out of a bar at 
Geary and Powell streets in 
San 
Francisco shortly after 
midnight. 
A green Ford two- 
door sedan pulled up with two 
youths inside. One yelled, “Hi, 
Pop.” When Brown walked up 
to the car, they invited him in. 
Brown said he thought they 
were 
persons 
he 
knew and 
would take him home. 
Instead, they drove across 
the Golden Gate Bridge and 
pulled off the highway near 
California Park overpass. They 


told him to keep quiet and he 
would not get hurt. 
When Brown began t<i strug­ 
gle, the two slugged him, ap­ 
parently with fists. The victim 
did not recall seeing any wea­ 
pon. 
They took the money from 
his wallet, handed the wallet 
back to him and pushed 'him 
out of the car. 
The victim said he believes 
the suspects called themselves 
John and Bill. Both were about 
21 years old. “John” wore dark 
trousers and a jacket. 
“Bill” 
had a southern accent and may 
have been wearing dark jeans. 
Brown walked to San Ra­ 
fael Inn at 865 Fran°isco boule­ 
vard and called police about 
4:50 a.m. Still dazed when in­ 
terrogated, he told San Rafael 
police the car was a 1946 Ford, 
then later described it as a 
1956 Ford to sheriff’s deputies. 


Henderson's Wedding 


Day Was Tomorrow 


Resentment 
b e c a u s e 
he 
would have to spend his 21st 
birthday and planned wedding 
day in confinement led Seaman 
Jimmie L. Henderson to run 
amok with a gun aboard the 
USS Uvalde 
last 
May 28 at 
Treasure Island. . 
He was to have been dis­ 
charged from the Navy on his 
21st birthday. And he was to 
have been married that day to 
his 21-year-old sweetheart. 
But he was 
sentenced 
for 
stealing a watch—a sentence 
that would extend beyond that 
birthday. And that, Cmdr. Her­ 
mann J. Schnurr, Uvalde chap­ 
lain, testified today, lay behind 
Henderson’s crime of May 28. 
That 21st birthday is tomor­ 
row. 
Henderson will spend it in 
the Treasure Island brig, not 


serving 
out 
a 
sentence for 
stealing a watch, but during a 
recess of 
his 
general court- 
martial on a charge of murder. 
He may pay with his life for 
that crime. 
Chaplain Schnurr testified 
only after being directed to do 
so by Cmdr. William H. Thorn­ 
ton Jr., law officer of the Yerba 
Buena 
Island 
court-martial. 
And there was one question he 
refused to answer despite be­ 
ing ordered: 
“Did Hgnderson 
say he wished 
he had done 
something more in the state­ 
room (after the killing of Ens. 
Arthur L. Morris and wounding 
of Ens. 
Richard 
Harrison)?” 
The answer to that, the chap­ 
lain insisted, was a matter of 
conscience. 
Except for that, he told the

Proxy Slayer, 


Bible In Hand, 


Put To Death 


Henry C. 'Simpstfn, 62-year- 
old Modesto carpenter who in­ 
duced his teen-age son to kill 
his own mother, was put to 
death in San Quentin Prison’s 
gas- chamber today, clutching 
a Bible as he breathed the 
deadly cyanide fumes. 
The proxy slayer of his wife, 
Vivian, 43, entered the green 
chamber at 10:03 a.m. He was 
pronounced dead nine minutes 
later. 
“He was very calm and com­ 
posed and appeared reconciled 
to his fate,” reported Charles 
B. White, administrative assist­ 
ant to Warden Fred R. Dick­ 
son. “ At his request, he was 
granted permission to take his 
Bible in with him.” 
QUIET NIGHT 
White 
said 
Simpson 
had 
spent a quiet night in a special 
isolation cell, reading the Bible 
until midnight and sleeping 
until 7 :45 a.m. 
The condemned man ate his 
final meal last night. It con­ 
sisted of fried chicken, french 
fried potatoes, salad, bread and 
butter, milk and strawberry 
pie. He refused breakfast this 
morning, but drank a cup of 
coffee. 
Rev. Edward J. Dingberg, the 
prison’s Catholic chaplain, ac­ 
companied Simpson on the last 
walk. 
FORMER CARPENTER 
The former carpenter was 
convicted of first degree mur­ 
der July 11, 1953, by a Stanis­ 
laus County jury of 10 wom­ 
en and two men. His son, Clar­ 
ence, then 13, was put in cus­ 
tody of the California Youth 
Authority. 
Simpson and his wife had 
quarreled violently for years. 
His stepson, 
Donald Dodge, 
now 20, of Modesto, testified 
at a later federal court hear­ 
ing that he had heard Simpson 
say “quite a few times” that 
he planned to have Clarence

$145,000 for Tamalpais Valley (Coyote Creek) and $230,- 
000 for Corte Madera del Presidio in the Mill Valley area. 


The two items were placed in the commission’s 
budget for the current fiscal year, reported Supervisor 
Vera Schultz, who attended the session in Sacramento 
today and telephoned news of the commission’s actions 
to the Independent-Journal. 


Marvin Brigham, county director of public works, 
also attended the commission meeting.

The Tamalpais Valley pro­ 
ject has received preliminary 
approval by the Army Corps of 
Engineers.

This would have the effect 
of dropping the Tam Valley 
project back to “the bottom of 
the list,” he said. 
However, if the Army re­ 
ceives assurance of local fin­ 
ancing, the project could be 
started as soon as this winter’s 
rainy season ends, he added. 
The Corte Madera del Pre­ 
sidio project is not so far along. 
Preliminary plans are in the 
hands of the Army’s chief of 
engineers in Washington, D.C., 
for approval which would send 
the project into its final plan­ 
ning stage. 


Stegge Firm 
Sued Over 
Sewer Issue 
Stegge Development Co., de­ 
veloper of Glenwood on Mc- 
Near’s ranch, is being sued for 
$9 2,336 for failure to put a 
sewage pumping station in the 
subdivision. 
San Rafael Sanitation Dis­ 
trict, represented by County 
Counsel Leland H. Jordan, filed 
the suit yesterday in Marin Su­ 
perior Court. 
The district contends the 
Stegge firm signed an agree­ 
ment on April 12, 1956, to build 
a pumping station adjacent to 
San Pedro road on the south 
end of Glenwood. Stegge also 
agreed to put in a 10-inch force 
sewer main from the station to 
an existing pumping station at 
the east end of Harbor Estates. 
The agreement called for com­ 
pletion by April, 1957 .

Negroes Enter 


School Quietly 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark. W—An 
escort of soldiers encountered 
no trouble in taking nine Ne­ 
gro students into Central High 
School for a 10th day of inte­ 
grated classes. 
About 100 white students 
were massed before the front 
entrance of the school. Three 
or four of them displayed 
small Confederate flags but 
there was none of the hoot­ 
ing nor jeering that marked 
the last two days. (See stories,

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (IP)— 
The scandal-scarred Teamsters 
Union elected James R. Hoffa 
as its new president today and 
immediately faced a Senate 
Labor Rackets Committee in­ 
vestigation on the legality of 
the balloting. 
While the final Hoffa votes 
still were being tabulated, a 
subpena was served on the 
union’s credentials committee 
demanding all records used in 
screening delegates to the con­ 
vention. 
The Senate committee earlier 
had indicated it felt that more 
than one-half of the 1,7 53 dele­ 
gates were not legally qualified 
to be seated at this week’s 
gathering. 
Hoffa’s election was never in 
doubt. 
He grabbed a four or 
five to one margin at the be­ 
ginning of the roll call and held 
the lead throughout the three- 
hour balloting. William A. Lee 
of Chicago jvas the runnerup 
and Thomas J. Haggerty trailed 
badly. 
Hoffa refused comment on 
the subpena, saying the mat­ 
ter “is for the lawyers.” 
An attorney of the Teamsters 
Union said the credentials com 
mittee would comply with the 
Senate group’s subpena and 
turn over all minutes and other 
documents on seating of dele­ 
gates. 
The five-foot, five-inch Hof­ 
fa prepared to take over the 
$50,000-a-year post as head of 
the nation’s largest union im­ 
mediately. 
Outgoing 
Teamsters 
boss 
Dave Beck of Seattle obtained, 
“for the best interests of the 
union,” a leave of absence be­ 
ginning Oct. 15. 
He officially 
steps into retirement at $50,000 
a year on Dec. 1. 
Hoffa takes over the Team­ 
sters under a dark cloud of cor­ 
ruption charges that have hung 
over him, Beck and the union’s 
leadership for more than a 
year. 
Hoffa indicated the Team­ 
sters could stand alone, if nec­ 
essary, but said his first job 
would be an attempt to keep 
his union in the AFL-CIO fed­ 
eration. He said he would take 
the new Teamsters executive 
board to New York Oct. 24 to 
hear what the AFL-CIO execu­ 
tive council has to say against 
the Teamsters and then “tell 
them what we will do.” 
The AFL-CIO council threat­ 
ened to seek ouster of the 
Teamsters from the federation 
if they kept Hoffa as an of­ 
ficer. 
But the delegates here 
replied in a noisy show of Hof­ 
fa strength. 
They voted to 
strike from the record a blis­ 
tering 64-page report of the 
AFL-CIO ethical practices com­ 
mittee which condemned Hoffa,

The press and public were 
admitted for the opening of 
the trial, but the public prose­ 
cutor requested the court they 
be excluded after reading of 
the official indictment. 
When the court retired to 
consider the request, Djilas 
stood up and said he would 
refuse to testify unless the trial 
was open. 
WARTIME HERO 
“ If the proceedings of this 
trial are conducted in secrecy, 
and if the public and press are 
excluded, I will not say a sin­ 
gle word during the whole 
trial,” the tough wartime par­ 
tisan hero said. 
The court decreed the rest 
of the trid be held in secret 
after Djilas defended his book, 
“The New Class,” a devastating 
condemnation of the Commu­ 
nist system and its leaders. 
“Every word in my book is 
the truth from the first word 
to the last,” Djilas said. The 
book was smuggled out of Yu­ 
goslavia and published by an 
American firm. 
DENOUNCES BOOK 
The prosecutor denounced 
the book as “ vulgar, anti-Social­ 
ist and anti-Yugoslavia propa­ 
ganda.” He charged it had “ un­ 
dermined” Yugoslavia’s posi­ 
tion in the eyes of the world. 
The troubles of the outspok­ 
en Djilas began in the winter 
of 1954-55, when he published 
a series of articles in the Yu­ 
goslav Communist Party news­ 
paper Borba suggesting great­ 
er recognition 
of non-party 
members in government af­ 
fairs. For that he was given a 
suspended prison sentence of 
18 months. 
Djilas was arrested again in 
November, 1956, tried in secret 
and given a three-year sen­ 
tence.

Law Must Be 


Changeable, 


State Bar Told 


MONTEREY ilPi— Retired U. 
S. Supreme Court Justice Stan­ 
ley F. Reed told the California 
State Bar last night that “ the 
dead would rule the living” if 
the law w'ere not subject to 
change. 
Reed said critics of the Su­ 
preme Court should remember 
that the law is always subject 
to change because “ the over­ 
ruling of Constitutional deci­ 
sions when their error becomes 
apparent is essential.” 
DRED SCOTT CASE 
The Dred Scott case, he said, 
is an example of correcting 
wrong decisions. In this case, 
the original Supreme Court de­ 
cision which denied federal cit­ 
izenship to Negroes was many 
years later set aside by the 
14th amendment. 
In the recent FBI files deci­ 
sion by the court, Reed said, 
the opinion seeks to protect 
the FBI files “ from general 
ransacking and to limit disclo­ 
sure to a witness’ self-contra­ 
dictory statements.” 
CITES ERROR 
He said the trial court erred 
in not dismissing the prosecu­ 
tion when “ The government, on 
the ground of privilege, elects 
not to comply with an order 
to produce for the accused’s in­ 
spection and for admission as 
evidence, relevant statements 
or reports in its possession of 
government witnesses touch­ 
ing the subject matter of their 
te.stimony at the trial.” 
Reed said the dispute stirred 
up by the decision at least “ has 
the merit of emphasizing that 
the nation is in no mood for 
hamstringing law enforcement 
by extending assistance to the 
accused ‘beyond the normal re­ 
quirements of a fair trial.” 
Dr. Edward Teller of the 
University of California radia­ 
tion laboratory spoke at today’s 
final session.

She Wanted As Own

Young Ronald Barrett White 
was found lying in an upstairs 
bedroom of the deserted home 
with a bullet in his back. The

wound in her head. Police said 
a pistol was clutched in her 
hand. 


The boy’s father, Thomas M. , 
White of suburban Reseda, said ' 
Mrs. Durston had taken care ;

and was “all wrapped up in ' 
the boy.” 


This was the second time in a 
little more than two months, 
police said, that Mrs. Durston 
had spirited‘the boy away. On 
July 24, they said, she left a 
note saying she was “taking 
the boy for my ow-n” and going 
on a trip with him to Mexico 
and Colorado. The note said 
she was suffering from can­ 
cer of the hip and didn’t have 
long to live. 


She was stopped on that oc­ 
casion, officers said, shortly 


after she drove away with the 
boy in a taxi. No charges were 
pressed.

Polio Cases 
Low During 
Peak Season 


While the number of polio 
cases in Marin County and Cal­ 
ifornia has been unusually low 
this year during the ^normal 
peak season for the disease, it 
is still too early to make gen­ 
eralizations about the effective­ 
ness of Salk vaccine, Dr. Caro­ 
lyn Albrecht, county health of­ 
ficer, said today. 
Past experience has shown a 
wide variation from year to 
year in the striking power of 
polio. Dr. Albrecht said. 
During the first two weeks 
of September, 50 cases were 
reported in California, compar­ 
ed with 
147 last year, the 
health officer said. Five cases 
of polio have been reported 
this year in Marin County as of 
Sept. 25. There were 31 during 
the same period last year. 
“ Even more striking,” Dr. 
Albrecht said, “ is the unusual­ 
ly low proportion of polio,cases 
developing paralysis. In com­ 
parison with the experience of 
the last 1 0 years, cases of par­ 
alytic poliomyelitis in Califor­ 
nia this year are approximately 
one fifth as many as in the pre­ 
vious low year of 1955.” 


An inexpensive fire alarm 
system that arouses occupants 
when asleep and alerts neigh­ 
bors when occupants are away 
is being manufactured and sold 
in Marin County. 
Monty Hoskin of 10 Glen 
road, San Anselmo, says he 
can install his Home Alert Sys­ 
tem for a total cost of $1 1 0 to 
$130. 
On the night of March 9, 
1955, the Lodge in San Rafael 
burned 
down, 
taking 
eight 
lives and injuring a score of 
others. Hoskin s wife, a nurse, 
helped care for one of the vic­ 
tims. 
Since that fire, Hoskin has 
been working on a fire alarm 
system that would be inexpen­ 
sive enough for the average 
homeowner and yet effective­ 
ly sound the alarm when fire 
breaks out. He has perfected 
his system and is producing it 
with allrfnaterials procured lo­ 
cally, except for thermostats. 
Hoskin says he has success­ 
fully demonstrated his inven­ 
tion to Fire Chief Nello Mar- 
cucci and his men in San Ansel­ 
mo and to County Fire Chief 
Charles Reilley. 
Hoskin, an electrician for 20 
years before he turned to fire 
alarm manufacturing, explain­ 
ed his alarm works this way: 
Thermostats are placed in­ 
side walls of the home, in base­ 
ments, closets or any other lo­ 
cation where fires can start. 
These are connected to a con­ 
trol board in the bedroom. 
When a fire starts in any part 
of the home and heat reaches 
135 to 140 degrees, the con­ 
trol board flashes light and 
rings a bell. That gives sleep­ 


ing occupants time to call the 
firemen and get out safely, 
Hoskin says. 
“ If you go out for an even­ 
ing, we have an outside bell 
or a siren that will alert neigh­ 
bors,” he adds. 
Hoskin’s system works on 
batteries, which means that if 
you go on vacation, turning off 
electrical power to the house, 
you still have the fire alarm 
ready to go off at the first sign 
of fire. 
The inventor says his alarm 
would be ld-eal for older homes 
and apartment houses. An aver­ 
age home can be equipped in 
three or four hours. Contem­ 
porary homes with beam ceil­ 
ings present the only difficulty 
in installation, because the in­ 
staller cannot get between the 
walls to put in the thermostats. 
The thermostat points are 
made of silver or gold and will 
not wear out. 
“ I guarantee that the sys­ 
tem will work at all times.’* 
said Hoskin. “ My whole repu­ 
tation is staked on it.” 
“ My only intention is to get 
the people out and get the fire 
department in in the shortest 
possible time,” Hoskin said.

The San Francisco health di­ 
rector recited numerous stud­ 
ies that have been made in 
areas which fluoridated their 
water supplies or have water 
containing 
a naturally 
high 
fluorine content. 
“ In all of these studies,” he 
said, “ it was impossible to de­ 
termine that there were any 
deleterious effects.” This was 


possibly spill enough 
give a toxic dose.” 
He stressed its cheapness: 
Six cents per person per year 
in San Francisco, even though 
“ 9 9 3/4 
per cent of the fluoride 
is wasted because the per cap­ 
ita consumption of water is 1 0 0

FISH & GAME REVIEW 


Waterfowl Season Near Opening; 


Beware Of Inconsiderate Hunters 


By KD CAPPS 
SACRAMENTO—The state’s public shooting areas for water­ 
fowl will be opening in the next couple of weeks— some on Oct. 
12 and the balance on Oct. 26— which will be the signal for a 
number of inconsiderate gun-toters to begin spoiling as much 
sport as possible for as many 
hunters. 


These are the skyscrapers 
who will haunt the boundaries 
of the state’s shooting areas, 
blasting at any birds that are 
in the air, whether 20 feet high 
or 
300. 
Fortunately, 
these 
spoil-sports are in the minor­ 
ity. But not so fortunately, this 
happens to 
be an instance 
when the minority can make 
itself heard and effect the ma­ 
jority. 


The 
deer hunter has his 
own particular brand of trou­ 
bles— mainly his attempt to 
look like something other than 
a legal buck and thus escape 
the bullets of th'e red-shirted 
legions. Trout fisherman must 
put up with the hogs who fol­ 
low fish-planting trucks and 
use cheese for bait. Pheasant 
hunters must dodge an occa­ 
sional spray of buckshot and 
get to their downed bird be­ 
fore the other six hunters and 
eight dogs who are trying to 
beat him to it. 


But the duck hunter has this 
crutch to bear and— in our 
opinion— it is perhaps the most 
maddening of all. And one of 
the worst features of this sky- 
scraping mania is that there 
doesn’t appear to be any sim­ 
ple cure. 


The state's shooting areas, 
developed 
at 
considerable 
expense, provide some of the 
best duck and goose hunting 
in the world. The program 
has been in operation long 
enough now that most of the 
kinks are worked out— that 
is, the business of applying 
for 
lottery-drawn 
reserva­ 
tions, 
and 
the 
first-come 
first-serve admittance after 
the reservations are filled. 


It’s true that, as in its other 
public shooting programs, the 
Department of Fish and Game 
intends to be a bit enthusiastic 
by permitting too many hunt­ 
ers in the area at one time. 
However, this may be excus­ 
able as the departments wants 
to spread the sport to as many 
hunters as possible. 
The excellence of the shoot­ 
ing areas and their proper 
management are evidenced by 
the fact that, in spite of the 
skyscrapers, surprisingly high 
hunter kill records are pro­ 
duced. 
What’s to be done, then,

In another instance, what’s 
to be done about those hunters 
who just couldn't wait for the 
legal shooting time to begin? 
The# latter have brought about 
a later opening of all federal 
areas— that is, hunters may not 
leave the checking stand area 
until the legal shooting time. 
This means the private clubs 
surrounding the state areas 
have been shooting a full 15 
minues before the men on the 
state areas have fired a shot. 


There have been suggestions 
that interested hunters form an 
association and have several 
members patrol each shooting 
area, advising hunters when 
they’re out of line. A quick 
retort to this proposal is that 
it probably would tfork fine 
until the first ‘‘patrolman” was 
punched in the nose. 


Perhaps it boils down to that 
intangible, 
‘‘an 
educational 
program.” 


If you’ve hunted on state 
areas and had the same dis­ 
appointing 
experience — and 
have what you think is a solu­ 
tion— the 
Fish 
and 
Gamer 
would be most happy to have 
the suggestion and promote any 
reasonable attempt to solve this 
problem which is spoiling thou­ 
sands of hours of hunting each 
season.

Today Is A Day To Think 
About Role Of Animals 


Today , a day dedicated to Saint Fran­ 
cis of Assisi, is observ ed on an ev er-in­ 
creasing scale throu g hou t the civ ilized 
world to direct attention to the wrong s 
inflicted on animals. It is being u sed 
to focu s thou g ht on the speediest means 
of abolishing su ch wrong s and to inspire 
action on behalf of all su ffering animals. 
The g entle Knig ht of Assisi, Saint 
Francis, tau g ht that we and the animals 
are brethren, that we draw ou r life from 
the same sou rce. The creed of kinship 
he tau g ht and ex pressed broke down the 
inborn fear which animals and birds 
hav e for men, and made him one with 
them. 
This g iv es u s a g limpse of the world 
as it cou ld be—a world in which all liv ­ 
ing creatu res hav e equ al rig hts and 
equ al freedom and that “Man can be a 
leader only by reason of his tru e g ifts, 
compassion, wisdom and u nderstand­ 
ing .” 
The story of Saint Francis is inter­ 
esting from beg inning to end. Bu t of all 
the incidents of his life, none possesses 
g reater charm than his memorable ser­ 
mon to the birds, lie had withdrawn into 
the mou ntains to think ov er an impor­ 
tant decision of his life. Later as he left 
his retreat, he saw a g reat mu ltitu de of 


birds. Adv ancing among them, he ad­ 
dressed them in these words: 
“My sister Birds! You owe God mu ch 
g ratitu de and ou g ht alway s and ev ery ­ 
where to praise and ex alt him, becau se 
y ou can fly so freely , wherev er y ou want 
to, and for y ou r dou ble and threefold 
clohting and for y ou r colored and adorn­ 
ing coats and for the food which y ou do 
not hav e to work for, and for the beau ti­ 
fu l v oices the Creator has g iv en y ou . 
You sow not, neither do y ou reap, bu t 
God feeds y ou and g iv es y ou riv ers and 
spring s to drink from, and hills and 
mou ntains, cliffs and rocks to hide y ou r­ 
selv es in, and hig h trees for y ou to bu ild 
y ou r nests in, and thou g h y ou can nei­ 
ther spin nor weav e, he g iv es y ou and 
y ou r y ou ng the necessary clothing . 
Lov e, therefore, the Creator mu ch, since 
he has g iv en y ou su ch g reat blessing s. 
Watch therefore well, my sister birds, 
that y ou are not u ng ratefu l bu t bu sy 
y ou rselv es alway s in praising God.” 
, 
In many Eng lish cities the day is ob­ 
serv ed by special sermons nex t Su nday 
with processions and meeting s. Ev ery ­ 
one is asked to make some special ef­ 
fort, some particu lar g estu re to focu s 
thou g ht and attention on behalf of ani­

FIRST, THE COUNCIL for 
Basic Edu cation believ es that 
the school has many su bsidi­ 
ary pu rposes, bu t that the 
primary pu rpose is fou rfold, 
namely , 
(1) To transmit the facts 
abou t the heritag e and cu l­ 
tu re of the race; (2) to teach 
y ou ng people to read and 
write and fig u re; (3) in the 
process of (1) and (2) to train 
the intellig ence and stimu late 
the pleasu res of thou g ht, and 
(4) to prov ide that atmosphere 
of moral affirmation withou t 
which edu cation is merely 
animal training . 


DISCUSSING THE elemen­ 
tary school cu rricu lu m, the 
rev iew say s: 
“We believ e children ou g ht 
to hav e an ordered pictu re of 
the phy sical wmrld, inclu ding 
knowledg e of the location of 
states, cou ntries and cities. 
This 
inv olv es 
memorizing , 
which edu cators like to call 
parrotting , bu t we confess we 
wou ld rather hav e some par- 
rotting of facts abou t the 
world 
than 
parrotting 
of 
adu lts’ 
opinions 
abou t 
the 
United Nations or abou t v ast 
and complex social problems. 
“. .. To su m u p, this shou ld 
be the bare minimu m ex pect­ 
ed of a normal child finish­ 
ing the elementary school: He 
shou ld be able to read and 
write with some flu ency , and 
spell, add, su btract, mu ltiply 
and div ide with accu racy ; he 
shou ld know the basic g eo­ 
g raphical facts of his cou ntry 
and the world; hav e a knowl­ 
edg e of elementary science; 
know something of the cu l­ 
tu re and history of other peo-

THE DIRECTION of sou th­ 
ern political thinking was in­ 
dicated last week by James F. 
By rnes of Sou th Carolina, a 
qu alified spokesman for his 
state. Sou th Carolina is one 
of those in the Sou th com­ 
mitted by its Leg islatu re to 
defy racial integ ration in the 
schools by ev ery leg al means. 
He serv ed in the Hou se and 
Senate, as associate ju stice of 
the Su preme Cou rt, as secre­ 
tary of state and, more re­ 
cently , as g ov ernor of Sou th 
Carolina. 
At Bennettsv ille, S.C., last 
week, By rnes snipped ou t a 
pattern for sou thern political 
action and objectiv es, as fol­ 
lows: 


“ NOTWITHSTANDING the 
political 
g loom which now 
su rrou nds u s, the Sou th may 
be restored to its place in 
the cou ncils of the nation if 
its leaders, forg etting all po­ 
litical differences, will now 
beg in to org anize for a u nited 
Sou th. 
“You may be su re that, u n­ 
der present conditions, no 
man sou th of the Potomac 
will be placed on the presi­ 
dential ticket of either party 
u nless that man is willing to 
betray his people.

The Neg ro v ote ou t­ 
side the Sou th is too impor­ 
tant for either party to dicker 
with the Sou th on civ il rig hts 
or on state's rig hts, either.

It was when, in later install­ 
ments, Sir

trained his 
mighty glass o n the mo o n that 
wo nderfu l things began hap­ 
pening. At least o n the fro nt 
page o f the Su n, they did. 
Sir Jo hn— it 
said— saw all 
m anner o f flo ra and fau na o n

Still dazed when in­ 
terrogated, he told San Rafael 
police the car was a 1946 Ford, 
then later described it as a 
1956 Ford to sheriff’s deputies.

And there was one question he 
refused to answer despite be­ 
ing ordered: 
“Did Henderson 
say he wished

The answer to that, the chap­ 
lain insisted, was a matter of 
conscience.

Put To Death 


Henry C. Simpsfth, 62-year- 
old Modesto carpenter who in 
duced his teen-age son to kill 
his own mother, was put to 
death in San Quentin Prison’s 
gas- chamber today, clutching 
a Bible as he breathed the 
deadly cyanide fumes. 
The proxy slayer of his wife, 
Vivian, 43, entered the green 
chamber at 10:03 a.m. He was 
pronounced dead nine minutes 
later. 
“He was very calm and com­ 
posed and appeared reconciled 
to his fate,” reported Charles 
B. White, administrative assist­ 
ant to Warden Fred R. Dick­ 
son. “At his request, he was 
granted permission to take his 
Bible in with him.” 
QUIET NIGHT 
White 
said 
Simpson 
had 
spent a quiet night in a special 
isolation cell, reading the Bible 
until midnight and sleeping 
until 7:45 a.m. 
The condemned man ate his 
final meal last night. It con­ 
sisted of fried chicken, french 
fried potatoes, salad, bread and 
butter, milk and strawberry 
pie. He refused breakfast this 
morning, but drank a cup of 
coffee. 
Rev. Edward J. Dingberg, the 
prison’s Catholic chaplain, ac­ 
companied Simpson on the last 
walk. 
FORMER CARPENTER 
The former carpenter was 
convicted of first degree mur­ 
der July 11, 1953, by a Stanis­ 
laus County jury of 10 wom­ 
en and two men. His son, Clar­ 
ence, then 13, was put in cus­ 
tody of the California Youth 
Authority. 
Simpson and his wife had 
quarreled violently for years. 
His stepson, 
Donald Dodge, 
now 20, of Modesto, testified 
at a later federal court hear­ 
ing that he had heard Simpson 
say “quite a few times” that 
he planned to have Clarence

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (IP1— 
The scandal-scarred Teamsters 
Union elected James R. Hoffa 
as its new president today and 
immediately faced a Senate 
Labor Rackets Committee in­ 
vestigation on the legality of 
the balloting. 
While the final Hoffa votes 
still were being tabulated, a 
subpena was served on the 
union’s credentials committee 
demanding all records used in 
screening delegates to the con­ 
vention. 
The Senate committee earlier 
had indicated it felt that more 
than one-half of the 1,753 dele­ 
gates were not legally qualified 
to be seated at this week's 
gathering. 
Hoffa’s election was never in 
doubt. 
He grabbed a four or 
five to one margin at the be­ 
ginning of the roll call and held 
the lead throughout the three- 
hour balloting. William A. Lee 
of Chicago yvas the runnerup 
and Thomas J. Haggerty trailed 
badly. 
Hoffa refused comment on 
the subpena, saying the mat 
ter “is for the lawyers.” 
An attorney of the Teamsters 
Union said the credentials com 
mittee would comply with the 
Senate group’s subpena and 
turn over all minutes and other 
documents on seating of dele 
gates. 
The five-foot, five-inch Hof­ 
fa prepared to take over the 
$50,000-a-year post as head of 
the nation’s largest union im­ 
mediately. 
Outgoing 
Teamsters 
boss 
Dave Beck of Seattle obtained, 
“for the best interests of the 
union,” a leave of absence be­ 
ginning Oct. 15. 
He officially 
steps into retirement at $50,000 
a year on Dec. 1. 
Hoffa take* over the Team­ 
sters under a dark cloud of cor­ 
ruption charges that have hung 
over him, Beck and the union’s 
leadership for more than a 
year. 
Hoffa indicated the Team­ 
sters could stand alone, if nec­ 
essary, but said his first job 
would be an attempt to keep 
his union in the AFL-CIO fed­ 
eration. He said he would take 
the new Teamsters executive 
board to New York Oct. 24 to 
hear what the AFL-CIO execu­ 
tive council has to say against 
the Teamsters and then “tell 
them what we will do.” 
The AFI.rCfO council threat­ 
ened to seek ouster of 
the 
Teamsters from the federation 
if they kept Hoffa as an of­ 
ficer. 
But the delegates here 
replied in a noisy show of Hof­ 
fa strength. 
They voted to 
strike from the record a blis­ 
tering 64-page report of the 
AFL-CIO ethical practices com­ 
mittee which condemned Hoffa, 


ms co-workers and “rogue’s 
gallery” pals. 
Thirteen 
r a n k 
and 
file 
Teamsters from the New York 
area, who went all the way to 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Earl Warren in a futile attempt 
to block Hoffa’s election, have 
indicated they may still at­ 
tempt to overthrow the vote in 
the courts with an attack on the 
credentials of delegates. Hof­ 
fa’s attorneys said they would 
be prepared for the suits.

Marin Missile Sites On Public View 


In 40th Year O f Antiaircraft Units 


Marin County’s own 9th AAA 
Missile Battalion will take part 
in observing the 40th anniver­ 
sary of anti aircraft artillery 
next Thursday with open house 
at three of its four installations. 
Commanded by Maj. John E. 
Doane, the battalion is made 
up of the four Nike installa­ 
tions in the county. Batteries 
A and B are located at Ft. 
Barry and Ft. Cronkhite, re­ 
spectively. Battery C is north 
of San Rafael. Battery D is atop 
Angel Island. 
Visitors will be welcomed 
from 1 to 4 p.m. at the first 
three locations. The Angel Is­ 
land installation will not be 
open because of lack of trans­ 
portation facilities. 


It was in 1917, during World 
War I, that the American Anti- 
Aircraft school was established 
at Langres, France, and saw 
action in 1918 against German 
balloons and aircraft. 
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Placed under Coast Artillery 
Corps after World War I, the 
anti aircraft force went through 
many changes until 1940, when 
it was expanded suddenly with 
the threat of great aerial activ­ 
ity in Europe. 
With the outbreak of World 
War II, it became the Antiair­ 
craft Command with more than 
550 battalions, and played a 
key part in defensive actions 
throughout the war. 
In 1950, as the Korean War 
started, the force was again 
renamed, this time the Army 
Air Defense Command, the 
name which it carries today. 
The missile Nike program 
was born Oct. 28, 1953, when 
the first guided missile was 
fired at the Red Canyon Range 
near Ft. Bliss, Tex., after eight 
years of research. Thus started 
the gradual replacement of 
conventional 90 mm. and 120 
mm. 
units 
throughout 
the 
Army. 


COLORFUL HISTORY 
Marin’s forts, too, have a 
colorful background. 
Ft. Baker, at the north end 
of the Golden Gate Bridge, was 
established in 1866 as the Lime 
Point Military Reservation. It 
was given its present name in 
1897 for Col. Edward Dickin­ 
son Baker, who was killed in 
action in the Civil War. 
Ft. Barry, to the west and 
reached by tunnel under High­ 
way 101, was originally a part 
of Ft. Baker; It was split off 
in 1904 and named in honor 
of Maj. Gen. William F. Barry.

FORTS SPLIT 
Ft. Cronkhite, in turn, was 
split off from Ft. Barry in 1937. 
It is located still further west 
on the ocean. It was named 
for Maj. Gen. Edelbert Cronk­ 
hite, who commanded the 80th 
Division in World Wat I. 
The last installation to have 
fixed fortifications designed as 
a protection from attacks from 
the sea, Ft. Cronkhite had two 
huge 16 inch guns placed in 
fortifications constructed en­ 
tirely of concrete and steel on 
heights overlooking Tennessee 
Cove and the Pacific Ocean. 
The guns have long since been 
dismantled. 


MISSILES ON VIEW 
Visitors to the Nike launch­ 
ing sites on Thursday will see 
the sleek modern missiles as 
they rest in their launching 
platforms, as well as the under­ 
ground living quaters for the 
“alert” crews actually located 
under the launching platforms. 
They will see, too, the “eyes” 
of 
the 
battalions—the 
far- 
reaching radar units that spot 
the targets miles away and 
‘‘lock” on to them as they move 
in order that the Nike missiles 
will automatically reach the 
target in the air. 
OLD STYLE DEFENSE 
Old-timers will enjoy looking 
over the oid massive concrete 
and steel emplacements, de­ 
signed for the protection of 
gun crews when the threat of 
attack from the sea was the 
worry. Today, these emplace­ 
ments are living quarters and 
ready rooms for the missile 
launching crews. 
But. there has never been a 
shot fired in anger from the 
Marin installations. The Army 
likes to believe that the very 
existence of these units has 
helped to deter belligerent ac­ 
tion.

High School. Eisenhower said 
he couldn’t help but believe 
“under this kind of leadership 
the city of Little 
Rock 
may 
rapidly return to normal pat­ 
terns of peaceful living.”

TWO CONDITIONS 
“Actual, factual development 
of- peaceful 
conditions” 
was 
one of two possibilities he en­ 
visioned yesterday at his news 
conference for the withdrawal 
of troops. The other was “satis­ 
factory 
and 
unequivocal as­ 
surances” from Arkansas Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus that federal 
court 
integration orders will 
not be obstructed and peace 
will be rfiaintained. 
Faubus replied 
that 
such 
assurances would be uncondi­ 
tional surrender. But both he 
and 
Eisenhower supported a 
day of prayer Oct. 12 by Little 
Rock church leaders to recon­ 
cile the crisis. 
NO ACTION 
Eisenhower 
made 
it clear

He said it was Faubus’ use 
of the words “as I have in­ 
tended from the beginning.” 
Eisenhower

Stanley and Dr. Robley Wil­ 
liams revealed the leads for 
the first time yesterday in a 
report to the California divi­ 
sion of the American Cancer 
Society.

vMore important, he contin­ 
ued, they found the mutated 
cells, when injected into lab­ 
oratory animals, caused cancer. 
Dr. Williams told how he 
found in dozens of different 
types of cancers during micro­ 
scopic examinations a seeming­ 
ly identical particle not present 
in normal cells. The problem, 
he said, is to find whether this 
particle exists in all cancer 
cells and what it is.

FTC Rules 


For Trading 


Stamp Plans 


WASHINGTON (£)—Trading 
stamp plans are a legitimate 
trade practice as long as they 
are properly handled, the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission has 
decided. 
The five commissioners of 
the 
FTC, 
after 
nearly 
18 
months of study, came up with 
that unanimous opinion yester­ 
day. But they said the commis­ 
sion will crack down on any 
stamp plan found to be deceiv­ 
ing the public or used in any 
way as an unfair method of 
competition. 


There are now 300 kinds of 
trading stamps distributed by 
about 200.000 retailers. They 
are turned in for premiums 
with a retail value estimated at 
600 million dollars a year. 


The FTC turned its investiga­ 
tive eye on the plans last year 
after complaints by both busi­ 
nessmen and customers that 
the plans were deceptive trade 
practices or unfair methods of 
,’ompetition. 


The commissioners in their 
opinion didn’t specify which 
particular plans they had been 
investigating,

ource indicated they included 
“most of the big ones.”

sanctions will be taken against 
participants (in the demonstra­ 
tion), including expulsion from 
college.”

The press and public were 
admitted for the opening of 
the trial, but the public prose­ 
cutor requested the court they 
be excluded after reading of 
the official indictment. 
When the court retired to 
consider the 
request, Djilas 
stood up and said he would 
refuse to testify unless the trial 
was open. 
* 
WARTIME HERO 
“If the proceedings of this 
trial are conducted in secrecy, 
and if the public and press are 
excluded, I will not say a sin­ 
gle word during the whole 
trial,” the tough wartime par­ 
tisan hero said. 
The court decreed the rest 
of the trb l be held in secret 
after Djilas defended his book, 
“The New Class,” a devastating 
condemnation of the Commu­ 
nist system and its leaders. 
“Every word in my book is 
the truth from the first word 
to the last,” Djilas said. The 
book was smuggled out of Yu­ 
goslavia and published by an 
American firm. 
DENOUNCES BOOK 
The prosecutor denounced 
the book as “vulgar, anti-Social­ 
ist and anti-Yugoslavia propa­ 
ganda.” He charged it had “un­ 
dermined” Yugoslavia’s posi­ 
tion in the eyes of the world. 
The troubles of the outspok­ 
en Djilas began in the winter 
of 1954-55, when he published 
a series of articles in the Yu­ 
goslav Communist Party news­ 
paper Borba suggesting great­ 
er recognition 
of 
non-party 
members in government af­ 
fairs. For that he was given a 
suspended prison sentence of 
18 months. 
Djilas was arrested again in 
November, 1956. tried in secret 
and given a three-year sen­ 
tence.

MONTEREY (I?)— Retired U. 
S. Supreme Court Justice Stan­ 
ley F. Reed told the California 
State Bar last night that “ the 
dead would rule the living” if 
the law were not subject to 
change. 
Reed said critics of the Su­ 
preme Court should remember 
that the law is always subject 
to change because “ the over­ 
ruling of Constitutional deci­ 
sions when their error becomes 
apparent is essential.” 
DRED SCOTT CASE 
The Dred Scott case, he said, 
is an example of correcting 
wrong decisions. In this case, 
the original Supreme Court de­ 
cision which denied federal cit­ 
izenship to Negroes was many 
years later set aside by the 
14th amendment. 
In the recent FBI files deci­ 
sion by the court, Reed said, 
the opinion seeks to protect 
the FBI files “ from general 
ransacking and to limit disclo­ 
sure to a witness’ self-contra­ 
dictory statements.” 
CITES ERROR 
He said the trial court erred 
in not dismissing the prosecu­ 
tion when “The government, on 
the ground of privilege, elects 
not to comply with an order 
to produce for the accused’s in­ 
spection and for admission as 
evidence, relevant statements 
or reports in its possession of 
government witnesses touch­ 
ing the subject matter of their 
testimony at the trial.”

Polio Cases 
Low During 
Peak Season 


While the number of polio 
cases in Marin County and Cal­ 
ifornia has been unusually low 
this year during the ^normal 
peak season for the disease, it 
is still too early to make gen­ 
eralizations about the effective­ 
ness of Salk vaccine, Dr. Caro­ 
lyn Albrecht, county health of­ 
ficer, said today. 
Past experience has shown a 
wide variation from year to 
year in the striking power of 
polio, Dr. Albrecht said. 
During the first two weeks 
of September, 50 cases were 
reported in California, compar­ 
ed with 147 last year, the 
health officer said. Five cases 
of polio have been reported 
this year in Marin County as of 
Sept. 25. There were 31 during 
the same period last year. 
“ Even more striking,” Dr. 
Albrecht said, “ is the unusual­ 
ly low proportion of polio, cases 
developing paralysis. In com­ 
parison with the experience of 
the last 10 years, cases of par­ 
alytic poliomyelitis in Califor­ 
nia this year are approximately 
one-fifth as many as in the pre­ 
vious low year of 1955.”

An inexpensive fire alarm 
system that arouses occupants 
when asleep and alerts neigh­ 
bors when occupants are away 
is being manufactured and sold 
in Marin County. 
Monty Hoskin of 10 Glen 
road. San Anselmo, says he 
can install his Home Alert Sys- 


ing occupants time to call the 
firemen and get out safely, 
Hoskin says. 
“ If you go out for an even­ 
ing, we have an outside bell 
or a siren that will alert neigh­ 
bors,” he adds. 
Hoskin’s system works on 
batteries which means that if 


Members of the medical and 
pharmaceutical professions got 
from an expert last night a 
buildup for what may become 
and all-out campaign for fluor­ 
idation of Marin County water 
supplies. 


The expert is Dr. Ellis Sox, 
public health director of the 
City and County of San Fran­ 
cisco. He spoke at a meeting 
of the Marin County Medical 
Society at the Meadow Club 
in Fairfax. Members of the Ma­ 
rin 
County 
Pharmaceutical 
Assf. were guests. 


Dr. Sox traced the history of 
fluoridation back to 1910, when 
it was first noticed that there 
was a low incidence of tooth 
decay in certain Texas areas 
which had a high fluoride con­ 
tent in the drinking water. And 
he warned his listeners: 


“ Opposition 
to 
flourida- 
tion never ceases . . . Who 
finances these people, I don't 
know’, but they have a very 
effective method of educa­ 
tion, and they are highly or­ 
ganized. 
Their propaganda 
technique consists principal­ 
ly of taking isolated quota­ 
tions and facts completely 
out of context to make them 
appear unfavorable to the 
program.” 


The San Francisco health di­ 
rector recited numerous stud­ 
ies that have been made in 
areas which fluoridated their 
water supplies or have water 
containing a naturally high 
fluorine content. 
“ In all of these studies,” he 
said, “ it was impossible to de­ 
termine that there were any 
deleterious effects.” This W'as 


true, he asserted, even in areas 
where the fluorine content ran 
as high as 14 part of fluoride 
ion to a million parts of water, 
Artificial fluoridation is gener­ 
ally at the rate of about one 
part per million. 
He stressed the simplicity of 
fluoridating 
water 
supplies 
w i t h 
automatic 
equipment 
which shuts itself off if it gets 
out of order, so that “ you could­ 
n’t possibly spill enough in to 
give a toxic dose.” 
He stressed its cheapness: 
Six cents per person per year 
in San Francisco, even though 
“ 993/4 per cent of the fluoride 
is wasted because the per cap­ 
ita consumption of water is 100 


tern for a total cost of $110 to j you go on vacation, turning off 
electrical power to the house, 
you still have the fire alarm 
ready to go off at the first sign 
of fire. 
The inventor says his alarm 
would be ideal for older homes 
and apartment houses. An aver­ 
age home can be equipped in 
three or four hours. Contem­ 
porary homes with beam ceil­ 
ings present the only difficulty 
in installation, because the in­ 
staller cannot get between the 
walls to put in the thermostats. 
The thermostat points are 
made of silver or gold and will 
not wear out. 
“ I guarantee that the sys­ 
tem will work at all times,'* 
said Hoskin. “My whole repu­ 
tation is staked on it.” 
“My only intention is to get 
the people out and get the fire 
department in in the shortest 
possible time,” Hoskin said.

others. Hoskin’s wife, a nurse, 
helped care for one of the vic­ 
tims. 
Since that fire, Hoskin has 
been working on a fire alarm 
system that would be inexpen­ 
sive enough for the average 
homeowner and yet effective­ 
ly sound the alarm when fire 
breaks out. He has perfected 
his system and is producing it 
with alldnaterials procured lo­ 
cally, except for thermostats. 
Hoskin says he has success­ 
fully demonstrated his inven­ 
tion to Fire Chief Nello Mar- 
cucci and his men in San Ansel­ 
mo and to County Fire Chief 
Charles Reilley. 
Hoskin, an electrician for 20 
years before he turned to fire 
alarm manufacturing, explain­ 
ed his alarm works this way: 
Thermostats are placed in­ 
side walls of the home, in base­ 
ments, closets or any other lo­ 
cation where fires can start. 
These are connected to a con­ 
trol board in the bedroom. 
When a fire starts in any part 
of the home and heat reaches 
135 to 140 degrees, the con­ 
trol board flashes light and 
rings a bell. That gives sleep-

Clarence insisted during the 
original trail that his mother 
was killed by a stray bullet and 
that there was no conspiracy 
between him and his father.

Waterfowl Season Near Opening; 


Beware Of Inconsiderate Hunters

SACRAMENTO—The state’s public shooting areas for water­ 
fowl will be opening in the next couple of weeks—some on Oct. 
12 and the balance on Oct. 26— which will be the signal for a 
number of inconsiderate gun-toters to begin spoiling as much 
sport as possible for as many j --------------------------------------------* 
hunters. 


These are the skyscrapers 
who will haunt the boundaries 
of the state’s shooting areas, 
blasting at any birds that are 
in the air, whether 20 feet high 
or 
300. 
Fortunately, 
these 
spoil-sports are in the minor­ 
ity. But not so fortunately, this 
happens to 
be 
an instance 
when the minority can make 
itself heard and effect the ma­ 
jority. 
The deer hunter has his 
own particular brand of trou­ 
bles— mainly his attempt to 
look like something other than 
a legal buck and thus escape 
the bullets of th'e red-shirted 
legions. Trout fisherman must 
put up with the hogs who fol­ 
low fish-planting trucks and 
use cheese for bait. Pheasant 
hunters must dodge an occa­ 
sional spray of buckshot and 
get to their downed bird be­ 
fore the other six hunters and 
eight dogs who are trying to 
beat him to it. 


But the duck hunter has this 
crutch to bear and—in our 
opinion—it is perhaps the most 
maddening of all. And one of 
the worst features of this sky- 
scraping mania is that there 
doesn’t appear to be any sim­ 
ple cure. 


The state’s shooting areas, 
developed 
at 
considerable 
expense, provide some of the 
best duck and goose hunting 
in the world. The program 
has been in operation long 
enough now that most of the 
kinks are worked out— that 
is, the business of applying 
for 
lottery-drawn 
reserva­ 
tions, 
and 
the 
first-come 
first-serve admittance after 
the reservations are filled. 


It’s true that, as in its other 
public shooting programs, the 
Department of Fish and Game 
intends to be a bit enthusiastic 
by permitting too many hunt­ 
ers in the area at one time. 
However, this may be excus­ 
able as the departments wants 
to spread the sport to as many 
hunters as possible. 
The excellence of the shoot­ 
ing areas and their proper 
management are evidenced by 
the fact that, in spite of the 
skyscrapers, surprisingly high 
hunter kill recprds are pro 
duced. 
What’s to be done, then,

about 
the 
so-called 
hunter 
who plunks himself down on 
the fringe of another party’s 
decoys and flares the birds be­ 
fore they work into the decoys? 
What's to be done about the 
others who line up just outside 
the refuge and fire a barrage 
at ail outgoing birds? 


In another instance, what’s 
to be done about those hunters 
who just couldn’t wait for the 
legal shooting time to begin? 
The# latter have brought about 
a later opening of all federal 
areas— that is, hunters may not 
leave the checking stand area 
until the legal shooting time. 
This means the private clubs 
surrounding the state areas 
have been shooting a full 15 
minues before the men on the 
state areas have fired a shot. 


There have been suggestions 
that interested hunters form an 
association and have several 
members patrol each shooting 
area, advising hunters when 
they’re out of line. A quick 
retort to this proposal is that 
it probably would Work fine 
until the first “patrolman” was 
punched in the nose. 


Perhaps it boils down to that 
intangible, 
“an 
educational 
program.” 


If you’ve hunted on state 
areas and had the same dis­ 
appointing 
experience — and 
have what you think is a solu­ 
tion—the 
Fish 
and 
Gamer 
would be most happy to have 
the suggestion and promote any 
reasonable attempt to solve this 
problem which is spoiling thou­ 
sands of hours of hunting each 
season.

Today Is A Day To Think 
About Role Of Animals 


Today, a day dedicated to Saint Fran­ 
cis of Assisi, is observed on an ever-in­ 
creasing scale throughout the civilized 
world to direct attention to the wrongs 
inflicted on animals. It is being used 
to focus thought on the speediest means 
of abolishing such wrongs and to inspire 
action on behalf of all suffering animals. 
The gentle Knight of Assisi, Saint 
Francis, taught that we and the animals 
are brethren, that we draw our life from 
the same source. The cried of kinship 
he taught and expressed broke down the 
inborn fear which animals and birds 
have for men, and made him one with 
them. 
This gives us a glimpse of the world 
as it could be— a world in which all liv­ 
ing creatures have equal rights and 
equal freedom and that “Man can be a 
leader only by reason of his true gifts, 
compassion, wisdom and understand­ 
ing.’* 
The story of Saint Francis is inter­ 
esting from beginning to end. But of all 
the incidents of his life, none possesses 
greater charm than his memorable ser­ 
mon to the birds. He had withdrawn into 
the mountains to think over an impor­ 
tant decision of his life. Later as he left 
his retreat, he saw a great multitude of 


birds. Advancing among them, he ad­ 
dressed them in these words: 
“My sister Birds! You owe God much 
gratitude and ought always and every­ 
where to praise and exalt him, because 
you can fly so freely, wherever you want 
to, and for your double and threefold 
clohting and for your colored and adorn­ 
ing coats and for the food which you do 
not have to work for, and for the beauti­ 
ful voices the Creator has given you. 
You sow not, neither do you reap, but 
God feeds you and gives you rivers and 
springs to drink from, and hills and 
mountains, cliffs and rocks to hide your­ 
selves in, and high trees for you to build 
your nests in, and though you can nei­ 
ther spin nor weave, he gives you and 
your young the necessary clothing. 
Love, therefore, the Creator much, since 
he has given you such great blessings. 
Watch therefore well, my sister birds, 
that you are not ungrateful but busy 
yourselves always in praising God.”

In many English cities the day is ob­ 
served by special sermons next Sunday 
with processions and meetings. Every­ 
one is asked to make some special ef­ 
fort, some particular gesture to focus 
thought and attention on behalf of ani­

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — In 
Washington, D.C., there is a 
national organization known 
as 
the 
Council 
for 
Basic 
Education. This is an organ­ 
ization 
headed 
by 
Arthur 
Bestor, who has wriXten some 
interesting articles on educa­ 
tion in national magazines. 
In the latest bulletin of the 
council, there is a review of 
the meaning of “basic” edu­ 
cation, and some of the re­ 
view is republished here to 
give people an opportunity to 
determine whether the edu­ 
cation their children are re­ 
ceiving comes within the con­ 
cepts of the council’s think­ 
ing. 


FIRST, THÈ COUNCIL for 
Basic Education believes that 
the school has many subsidi­ 
ary purposes, but that the 
primary purpose is fourfold, 
namely, 
(1) To transmit the facts 
about the heritage and cul­ 
ture of the race; (2) to teach 
young people to read and 
write and figure; (3) in the 
process of (1) and (2) to train 
the intelligence and stimulate 
the pleasures of thought, and 
(4) to provide that atmosphere 
of moral affirmation without 
which education is merely 
animal training. 


DISCUSSING THE elemen­ 
tary school curriculum, the 
review says: 
“We believe children ought 
to have an ordered picture of 
the physical world, including 
knowledge of the location of 
states, countries and cities. 
This 
involves 
memorizing, 
which educators like to call 
parrot!ing, but we confess we 
would rather have some par- 
rotting of facts about the 
world 
than 
parrotting 
of 
adults’ 
opinions about 
the 
United Nations or about vast 
and complex social problems. 
”. . . To sum up, this should 
be the bare minimum expect­ 
ed of a normal child finish­ 
ing the elementary school: He 
should be able to read and 
write with some fluency, and 
spell, add, subtract, multiply 
and divide with accuracy; he 
should know the basic geo­ 
graphical facts of his country 
and the world; have a knowl­ 
edge of elementary science; 
know something of the cul­ 
ture and history of other peo- 


ples, and much of his own.” 


TURNING 
TO 
the 
high 
school, the review calls the 
rules which insist that all stu­ 
dents be urged to stay in high 
school beyond the legal leav­ 
ing age as “misguided senti­ 
mentalism” and points out 
that the school should not at­ 
tempt to increase its holding 
power 
by 
substituting 
for 
education “a program in so­ 
cial therapeutics.” 
“The g e n e r a l principle 
holds here, too,” says the re­ 
view, “that the school’s task 
is primarily transmission of 
factual 
knowledge 
in 
the 
basic subjects.” 


THE 
COUNCIL 
says 
it 
would be prepared to defend 
four years of English, two 
years of history, a year each 
of plane geometry, algebra, 
biology and a physical sci­ 
ence; some foreign language 
for 
all; 
elective 
advanced 
math; music and art as elec­ 
tives and physical education 
properly subordinated to the 
academic 
program 
in 
the 
high schools. 
“We conceive the school as 
being a place where the indi­ 
vidual learns to know the 
trees, so in later years he can 
see the beauty of the forest.” 


Olema, Marin City with Kent- 
field, Stinson Beach with San 
Rafael? 


Congratulations, 
then, 
to 
the Marin Council of Mayors, 
for turning down a “free” 
grant to help them do some­ 
thing which shouldn’t be done 
anyway, 
for 
not 
allowing 
themselves to be pressured 
by a 24-hour deadline, and 
for seeing through what may 
in part by a municipal con­ 
sultant’s clever scheme for 
merchandising his services. 


A growing number of citi­ 
zens are proud when their 
representatives refuse to join 
the short-sighted clamor for 
handouts from big govern­ 
ment and big foundations, 
and refuse to follow the fash­ 
ionable doctrine that more 
and more centralization is an 
economic and social cure-all. 


It’s about time, by the way, 
that this “fashion” became 
outdated. The nation’s top in­ 
dustrialists gave up central­ 
ization long ago, having found 
through practical experience 
that greater effectiveness is 
gained when authority and 
responsibility are de-central- 
ized, so that local problems 
can be handled according to 
local conditions. 


Machinery already 
exists 
for inter-city and city-county 
cooperation in handling such 
problems as flood control, 
fire 
and 
police 
protection, 
garbage 
disposal, 
and 
the 
like. 
Let us make full use of this 
machinery, and improve upon 
it if need be. But let us be­ 
ware of “creeping centraliza­ 
tion.” and of all those who 
would foist this upon us as 
a synthetic substitute for the 
voluntary cooperation of in­ 
dependent communities.

WASHINGTON 
(I?) — The 
evidence is piling up that 
southern leaders are thinking 
hard about the fact that the 
South is being cut adrift po­ 
litically. 
The 
influence 
of 
south­ 
erners in the councils of the 
Democratic Party gradually 
has been pinched off. South­ 
ern votes cast for Republican 
presidential candidates have 
gained no influence there for 
the southern point of view. 
* What to do about all of this 
is something southern Demo­ 
cratic spokesmen and office 
holders must now consider— 
along 
with 
the 
significant 
fact that the new Negro vote 
in the South may be coming 
up with new leaders and new 
office holders. 


THE DIRECTION of south­ 
ern political thinking was in­ 
dicated last week by James F. 
Byrnes of South Carolina, a 
qualified spokesman for his 
state. South Carolina is one 
of those in the South com­ 
mitted by its Legislature to 
defy racial integration in the 
schools by every legal means. 
He served in the House and 
Senate, as associate justice of 
the Supreme Court, as secre­ 
tary of state and, more re­ 
cently, as governor of South 
Carolina. 
At Bennettsville, S.C., last 
week, Byrnes snipped out a 
pattern for southern political 
action and objectives, as fol­ 
lows: 


“NOTWITHSTANDING the 
political 
gloom which now 
surrounds us, the South may 
be restored to its place in 
the councils of the nation if 
its leaders, forgetting all po­ 
litical differences, will now 
begin to organize for a united. 
South. 
“You may be sure that, un­ 
der present 
conditions, no 
man south of the Potomac 
will be placed on the presi­ 
dential ticket of either party 
unless that man is willing to 
betray his people. 
if you organize and 


let 
the 
people 
know 
the 
southern states are not in the 
bag for either political party, 
we may have some chance of 
securing written pledges that 
will assure some respect for 
the U.S. Constitution and a 
greater respect for local gov­ 
ernment.” 


THAT’S ABOl’T it. Byrnes* 
prescription is that the South 
find a political alliance with­ 
in which it may regain a sub­ 
stantial voice in the making 
of national policy, ft seems 
more likely that the South 
will go it alone politically 
than establish the political 
alliance Byrnes suggested. 


The natural policy which 
the South most urgently de­ 
sires to establish would re­ 
late to the over-all problem 
of race relations, what Sen. 
Richard 
B. 
Russell 
(D-Ga.)

STRIKING FIGURE 
Locke was 35, a writer of 
more than ordinary ability and 
a striking figure in New York’s 
*ap rooms and coffee houses. 
Locke and the Sun didn’t 
shout “Scoop!” over their moon 
stories. 
Each installment was 
carefully labeled a reprint from 
“A Supplement to the Edin­ 
burgh, Scotland, Journal of Sci­ 
ence.” 
Had anyone taken the time to 
look it up, he would have found 
that the Edinburgh Journal of 
Science had gone out of busi­ 
ness years before. 
The first installm ent did lit­ 
tle but place the genuine as­ 
tronomer Sir John Herschel in 
South Africa (true) with a tel­ 
escope (true) that 
magnified 
things 42.000 times (outrage­ 
ously false). 
WONDERFUL THINGS 
It was when, in later install­ 
ments, Sir 
John 
trained his 
mighty glass on the moon that 
wonderful things began hap­ 
pening. At least on the front 
page of the Sun, they did. 
Sir John— it 
said— saw all 
manner of flora and fauna on 
the 
moon, 
including a mon­ 
strous 
blue 
unicorn 
with 
a 
beard like a goat and tailless 
beavers that walked on their 
hind legs, lived in huts and 
built campfires. 
The greatest discovery was 
reported in the Friday, Aug. 28, 
installment — the last, as it 
turned out. The discovery: Hu­ 
man beings walked— and flew 
— about the moon. “Man-bats” 
they were called. The account 
said: “They averaged four feet 
in height and were covered, ex­ 
cept on the face, with short 
and glossy copper-colored hair 
and had wings composed of a 
thin membrane, without hair. 
“The face . . . was a slight 
improvement upon that of the 
large orang-utan.” 
SOLD WELL 
Needless to say, the Aug. 28 
edition of the Sun sold rather 
well. In fact, the Sun that day 
had the largest circulation of 
any newspaper in the world, 
19,630 
against 17,000 for the 
Times of London. 
The man-bats of the moon 
were the chief topic of dinner 
table and street corner conver­ 
sation throughout most of the 
country, if not the world. 
The man-bats were Sir John’s 
last great 
discovery 
on the 
moon. The next day, reported 
the Sun, the astronomers care­ 
lessly leffth eir telescope facing 
east and the rays of the rising 
sun burned a crippling hole in 
the reflecting chamber. 
Exposure of the hoax was not 
far behind. The thing was get­ 
ting just too big to keep secret. 
Locke him self, 
possibly in 
the tap room of the Washington 
Hotel, happened to tell a friend. 
The friend happened to work 
for the Journal of Commerce. 
And the publisher of that em­ 
inent 
daily 
happened to be 
feuding with the publisher of 
the Sun. 
The reading public accepted 
the fact that it had been hoax­ 
ed with rare good humor. 
No 
one stoned the Sun office. Bet­ 
ter still, readers kept on buying 
it. 
When the paper was sold two 
years later its circulation was 
30,000.
